A SCENE OF BUTCHERY. 


The Slaughter Thnt Cume With the 


End of the Janizarl«-». 


On the 15th day of June, 1826, the 


whole corps of the janizaries in the 
capital 
assembled, overturned tbeir 


ciimp kettles (the signal of revolt) and 
advanced upon the seraglio. With bis 
own hand tho sultan unfurled 
the 


sacred "sanjak sberif" and called upon 
the true believers to rally round their 
dischah and caliph, and the zealous 
Mussulman citizens rushed from all 
quarters and rallied under the sacred 
symbol 
The ranks of the janizaries 


were raked with grape and solid shot 
by "Black Hell" (a nickname for Ibra- 
him, general of artillery) ana his gun 
ners as they pressed through the streets, 
compelling them to fall back to the 
Etmeidan. where they defended them- 
selves with extraordinary fierceness, 
slaying great numbers of their assail- 
ants The artillery, supported by the 
marines and the boatangi, pressed for- 
ward and compelled them to retreat to 
their barracks, where they offered desfr 
perate resistance to the assault 


From every street cannon thundered 


on the walls without intermission, the 
building wab soon m flames, the walls 
torn and battered down by grapesbot, 
and the janizaries, overwhelmed by 
ruins, shot and flames, perished in their 
burning and blood stained barracks 
For two days tbe gates of the city re- 
mained closed, and with relentless vigor 
every corner was searched for such 
janizaries as had escaped the general 
massacre, and when found they were 
hastily executed. Nearly 20,000 jani- 
zaries were destroyed on this memora- 
ble day, and many thousands were aft- 
erward put to death in the various 
cities of the empire, and thus not one 
of the number under arms was left to 
tell the tale.—Self Culture.

The people of New York, Brooklyn, 


Staten Island and certain nearby north* 
em towns resolved to join themselves 
together into one city, which is now the 
Greater New York. It embraces 841 
square miles of territory and includes a 
population of nearly 3,400,000. 


Besides these at least another million 


dwell on the New Jersey side of the 
Hudson river, quite as near and as 
closely identified with the great city on 
Manhattan Island as are those of the 
northern and eastern suburbs. 
This, 


makes a population of nearly 4,500,000 
which may be said to belong to New 
York, making it not only by far tbe 
largest center of human life and inter- 
ests in America, but, excepting only 
London, the most populous spot on the 
globe. 


How has it happened that this vast 


city has grown up where it stands? 
Why did not the American metropolis 
arise somewhere elae? Is its position all 
an accident, or does history show sound 
reasons for its situation? The earliest 
settlement here was merely a trading 
station that gradually became a .mall 
seaport, like a dozen others along tho 
coast. Before the year 1700 these were 
so nearly alike that he would have been 
a wise prophet who truly foretold which 
would thrive. Indeed many men of that 
day firmly believed that Newport and 
Annapolis were to be the two great 
American seaports. 


Great cities arise at the points where 


the greatest number of people find it 
convenient to meet at first for business 
and later for pleasure. Yon cannot force 
a city to grow in an unnatural or unsuit- 
able situation, and it is no easier to pre- 
vent a city from growing in its proper 
place. But the conditions that change a 
village into a big town and expand the 
town into a city or metropolis are not 
the same in different parts of the globe 
and vary with the march of tbe cen- 
turies; eo that now many an ancient 
world market, like Nineveh or Mew- 
phis, has totally 
disappeared, while 


towns like Berlin have lately increased 
with amazing rapidity, after a long his- 
tory as email and insignificant places. 
As for New York, it baa never halted 
or gone backward for a moment since 
it was fairly started on its career in 
1638.

It is a familiar fact that fishes can 


change their colors at will. Many fishes 
make remarkable changes. Free swim- 
ming fishes most commonly preserve 
their normal colors, though these fishes 
can change! The fishes that change most 
are the bottom feeders. For their own 
protection from other fishes thaj would 
prey upon them and the better to enable 
them themselves to capture food these 
change their colors to match the bottom 
they aiu on so as to make themselves 
invisible. They do this often to a degree 
that seems extraordinary. 


In one of tbe smaller saltwater tanks 


at the New York aquarium there are a 
number of small flatfish. The bottom of 
the tank is covered with coarse gravel. 
The great bulk of the gravel is com- 
posed of pebbles of a brownish white, a 


- sort of pale iron rust color. Scattered 


in this are pebbles cf a deeper tinge, 
with now and then one of a brownish 
gray or browu black. 


The flatfish lying on the gravel at the 


bottom of this tank imitate its colors in 
their own backs in a maitner that is 
marvelous. They are of a mottled brown, 
like the colors of the gravel, and the 


. smallest of the flatfish is the most 


wonderful. 
They are all thin and lie 


close to the bottom. The edge of the lit- 
tle one blends with it, and its back is a 
wonderful mosaic of browns so like/the 
gravel of the surrounding bottom that 
it appears to be a part of it. Eveu; in

A BATTLE WITH THUGS 


In Which a Police Officer, Inspector 


and a Citizen Figured. 


Trio of Footpads Created a 


Sensation In Lynn. 


Police Have Lsnded Two Men Believed to 


Have Been Implicated. 


Lynn, Mass., March 14.—A daring 


hold-up of a prominent citizen in front 
of his own home, situated within pis- 
tol shot from the city hall, by three 
thugs, a rescue by a police inspector, 
followed by a duel with the highway- 
men and the wounding of the officer, 
an exciting chase over barb wire fences 
by another officer, and at length the cap- 
ture of two suspected young men, gave 
the city a sensation last night that will 
last for some time to come. 


The citizen was Charles Pierce, 60 


years old, a retired broker, who was re- 
turning from his club, and was set upon 
by three daring highwaymen Just as he 
was about to enter his own yard. One 
of the men felled Mr. Pierce to the 
ground, and all three began to pummel 
him. The old man vainly endeavered to 
ward off the blows with his arms and 
an umbrella, but, nevertheless, sustained 
a number of severe wounds OE the head 
and body. 


Just as the unequal battle was reach- 


Ing a climax, Police Inspector Colby 
came around the corner and jumped into 
the fight. The thugs at once turned 
against the officer, and one of them 
pulled a revolver. 
Colby, however, 


whipped out his own weapon at the same 
time, and the highwayman, calling upon 
his companions, started on the run down 
street with Colby in hot pursuit Colby 
fired five shots at the men, but not one 
took effect. 
One of the men, how- 


ever, had dodged behind a tree, and 
when the officer went by he stepped 
out and fired. 
His aim was consider- 


ably -better than the officer's, for Colby 
went to the ground with a bullet through 
his thigh, and only an empty revolver to 
protect him. Before the man could give 
him more than one blow on the head. 
Officer Donahue came up on the men, 
missing the two fleeing highwaymen al- 
together. 
Colby's assailant, seeing tha 


officer, turned sharp off the street, and, 
running through a field, jumped a barb- 
wire fence. As he did so Donahoe also 
began shooting, but his aim was as bad 
as Colby's, for he failed to bring his 
man, 
and in getting over the fence tore 


his hands. 
He kept on, however, for a 


mile, until he lost hfe man, in dark 
Streets. 


By this time the entire neighborhood 


was aroused, and the police officers were 
diligently- running down clues as to th« 
.men, while 3|ierce and Colby were placed 
in the care of physicians. 


Colby's wound proved to be a severe 


one, but not necessarily dangerous, whila 
Pierce had seven deep bruises in his 
: head dressed, at the same time suffering 
from a severe nervous shock, 
: In the meantime every officer in the 
city had been notified, and inside of an 
hour two young men, who were acting 
suspiciously at W$»t Lynn, and who 
had attempted to run from an officer, 
had teen arrested and taken to head- 
quarters. Here they gave their names 
as Con Rogers and Lawrence Kennedy. 
Both w«re about 25 years of ag«, and 
Rogers said he had come from Albany, 
while Kennedy refused to give his for- 
mer residence. A search of Rogers re- 
vealed a pistol holster and a number of 
32-calibre cartridges. The bullet which 
had been extracted from Colby an htour 
before was also a 82-caIjbre, and with 
this evidence the police believe they have 
two of -the men who participated in the 
affair. 


They were both taken to the hospital 


where Officer Colby positively identified i 
them. He said that Bogers was the one I 
who shot him, while Kennedy, he said, 
was the man who struck him onvthe head 
•with a revolver. 
To complete the iden- 


tification, it was found that Rogers bad 
on Officer Colby's hat, which had been 
knocked off in the scuffle. 
Two revol- i 


vers were also found near the scene of 
the fight between Colby and the three 
men, 
one of which wzfempty, while the 


other was fully loaded.

The very coidial feeling in British 


colonies toward America and Ameri- 
cans was well displayed during the re- 
cent visit of Bear Admiral Sampson to 
Hamilton, Bermuda. The American 
consul, Mr. Maxwell Green, received u 
telegram from Admiral Sampson stat- 
ing that the New York and the Indiana 
would touch at Bermuda on their way 
to tbe West Indies and inquiring for 
pilots. The consul applied to the local 
British naval authorities and was in- 
formed that the British navy did not 
employ pilots at Hamilton, but that 
they would recommend a couple of 
map. 
This they did, and the Ameiicnii 


warships were safely brought into 
Grassy bay. 


The telegram caused great escite- 


ment in the official and tourist circles 
The British secretary for the colonies, 
the Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, cabled 
to his local subordinates to Btroke the 
American eagle's feathers the right 
way, and a meeting of the American 
tourists in Bermuda was called at the 
Hamilton hotel, at which it was decided 
to give a dinner, reception and ball in 
honor of Admiral Sampson and his offi- 
cers. Subscriptions were $5 a head, and 
not only was sufficient raised for the 
affair, but after all bills were paid a 
balance of $60 was left, and this was 
contributed to a local hospital. A man- 
aging committee was appointed, with 
Bear Admiral John H. Upshur, retired, 
as president and Consul Green as secre- 
tary, while F. W. J. Hurst, the treas- 
urer of the New York Yacht cinb, was 
chosen to make the introductions to 
Admiral Sampson. 


Various oflicial functions were organ- 


ized by the local authorities, and the 
natives, represented by the Boyal Ber- 
muda Yacht club, decided to hold a re- 
gatta and give a lunch at White's island. 
This latter function did not come off, 
for want of time. American and other 
foreign vessels of war have often visited 
Bermuda, but never have they met with 
such a reception as that accorded to 
Admiral Sampson and bis officers and 
men. 
It was in sharp contrast to the 


treatment met with recently by the two 
Spanish warships conveying to Spain 
the ashes of Columbus. 
, 


When Admiral Sampson arrived in a 


launch at Hamilton, he was met by 
Admir-al Upshur and Consul Green. A 
company of the Worcestershire regi- 
ment, quartered at Camp 'Prospect, ac- 
companied by the band of the same 
regiment, formed a guard of honor. 
"God Save the Queen" was played, 
and when Admiral Sampson Janaed the 
band struck ap "The Star Spangled 
Banner." The carriage of the governor 
was^ in waiting, and Admiral Sampson, 
accompanied by his suit, was driven to 
the government house and thence to 
the admiralty, hia visit being shortly 
returned on board the New York, hia 
flagship. 


fhe governor. General Barker, gave 


a dinner to Admiral Sampson. Tbe ad- 
miral of the English West Indian fleet 
gave a garden party and dance at the 
admiralty house. This was one of tbe 
most delightful functions during the 
stay of the fleet. The grounds of the 
admiralty bouse on tbe north shore are 
picturesque. Admiral Sampson and bis 
officers arrived in launches directly 
from their ships and marched up from 
the admiralty landing. Admiral Up- 
sbur gave a dinner to Admiral Sampson 
at the Hamilton hotel, and on Wash- 
ington's birthday there was a reception 
and ball at the same hotel. The ball- 
room of the Hamilton is admirable on 
most occasions, but this time it was an 
attempt to pat a quart into a pint pot. 
Tbe crowd was terrible. A lane had 
been roped off, and slowly the crowd 
passed along and were presented to Ad- 
miral Sampson by Mr. Hurst. Once 
this ordeal was over, dancing became 
general, and the admiral disappeared. 
He had won £>,>lden opinions from all 
by iiia courtesy and geniality. The next 
function was the reception and dance 
given by tbe admiral on board the New 
York, at which there was a large crowd. 
A local photographer took an admirable 
picture of tbe American and British 
admirals, Sampson and Fisher, stand- 
ing together 
In the evening the offi- 


cers of tbe Worcestershire regiment 
gave a dinner in honor of the admiral 
and bis officers at the mcssroom at 
Prospect camp. 


The smaller fry of the navy were not 


forgotten, and various entertainments 
were given in their honor. The non- 
commissio^ed and warrant officers of 
tbe British West Indian squadron in- 
vited the Americans of the same stand- 
ing to smoking concerts and other en- 
tertainments, where the fraternity and 
good will between the two were deeply 
toasted. On the morning of Friday, 
Feb. 24, the American warships left.— 
New York Sun.

The one friendless, bnnted Ishmaelit* 


of tho plains, against whom is every 
man's band, is the prairie wolf—the 
coyote. If he is adapted to any sphere 
of usefulness on earth, nobody has yet 
been shrewd enough to find it out; if be 
has ever done a respectable deed, it has 
not yet come to light. The jack rabbit 
•will at least furnish the basis for a 
savory stow jn case of need, the buffalo 
was valued for its bide, the rattles of 
the rattlesnake are worth preserving for 
curiosities, but there is yet to be dis- 
covered a method of utilizing any por- 
tion of tho coyote from bis snarling 
mouth to his ragged tail—except as a 
fertilizer. The short grass country is 
his home, the high prairies where the 
fray, hairhke vegetation that is called 
pasture blends with the dirty coat of 
the vandal. Through it he sneaks and 
runs, ijow a gaunt figure on the horizon, 
now nn ungainly shape near at hand. 
He is without acquaintance with any- 
thing that is alive, usually solitary, al- 
ways with a criminal aspect, as if he 
had just done something to be ashamed 
of or was contemplating a deed of the 
sort at the earliest opportunity. 


Once the coyote had the whole Indian 


Territory to. himself. He could snarl 
and fight to his heart's content, and 
there was none to say him nay. 
Bat 


•when tbe lands were opened to settle- 
ment and a family took its place on ev- 
ery quarter section there was less room 
for the wild creatures of the plains who 
had before been undisturbed. Then the 
coyote had to go out among men, and he 
found that he was a very unpopular im- 
migrant into any of the communities 
that he favored with his presence. And 
he earned the right to so be considered 
honestly. He robbed the sheepfolds, 
stole the chickens and made the travel- 
er afraid—all without any equivalent 
in service. Furthermore, he is essen- 
tially a coward. The men of tbe fron- 
tier have a sort of respect for the brave 
creature that defies them or tor the 
cunning one that outwits them, but 
they can never forgive the trembling 
one that is alarmed at their very ap- 
pearance. So, from the farmer's sou who 
blazes away with his old shotgun at the 
prowling coyote behind the barn to the 
city sportsman who wastes a cartridge 
intended for a prairie chicken or duck 
in ending the life of a wolf trotting 
along tbe hedgerow, there is a ceaseless, 
unrelenting war waged against the 
luckless wanderer. 


Since the immigration of the wolves 


from the territory into the farming and 
stock raising states to tbe north there 
has been more than a desultory war- 
fare. The farmers have banded together 
to protect the flocks and herds and 
have offered generous bounties, for the 
scalps of the creatures, a proceeding 
that has resulted in tbe slaughter of 
thousands. Yet the supply seems none 
the less, and all the sharpshooting is 
bet a waste of powder and balls. Year 
after year there are reported from 1,200 
to 1,600 sheep killed in Nebraska and 
Kansas by wolves, and the hundreds of 
dollars spent for bounties have produced 
little diminution of the plague. 


Sometimes tbe bonnties are not what 


they are purported to be. The people of 
a western county found once that they 
were being taxed very heavily for the 
payment of this sorb of expense and 
that certain hunters were buying new 
farms out of the proceeds of their prow- 
ess on the plains. An examination fol- 
lowed, and it was fouud that there was 
in existence an endless chain in compar 
ison with which the greenbacks and 
gold reserve make but a feeble showing. 
At the rear of the county clerk's office, 
where tbe redeemed scalps were thrown, 
was a convenient opening in the wall, 
and through this the scalps were pulled 
in the night, to be presented at tbe 
counter in the morning for another 
bounty of ip3 each. It was estimated that 
the county had paid for one set of scalps 
not less than 13 times, and the empti- 
ness of the treasury was explained. The 
saddest part of the happening was that 
the schemers, saw the' investigators at 
tbe hole and became bounty jumpers at 
once—jumping the county for safer 
climes. 


Another curious circumstance was 


noticed by,the officers of two counties 
adjoining in central Kansas. The officers 
of one were paying out money every 
day for wolf scalps while the others sel- 
dom had any demands for the reward. 
Each of the hunters was compelled to 
swear that he had killed the wolf inside 
tbe boundaries of the county where the 
scalp was presented, and there was no 
reason for doubting tbe truth of the tes- 
timony. But what could be the reason 
of tbe disparity in the claims? One day 
a settler's son was questioned: 


'Where did yon kill this wolf?" 
'Down near tbe edge of the county." 
'Are coyotes very thick there?" 
'Well, rather, though not so thick as 


they are farther south." 


'Over in the other county?" 
'Yes, there are more there. * 
'But they do not kill any there. 


Why is it?" 


"Tbe other county only pays 91 for 


scalps and this pays $2. So we drive 
them over the lino before we shoot 
them." 


The county officers at once readjusted 


tho scale of rewords.—Chicago Times- 
Herald.

in the surrounding SKin. They occur 
under the influence of the sun's light 
and heat and are either permanent or 
temporary. Persons of light hair and 
thin skin freckle much more readily 
than do dark persons, for with the for- 
mer the sun's rays seem to have a 
greater attraction for the coloring mat- 
ter of the skin and to draw it to the sur- 
face with more facility. 
Red haired 


people are notable for their susceptibil- 
ity to freckles. 
Freckles 
are 
irregular 
shaped 


brownish spots of pigment, occurring on 
the face and backs of the hands. They 
appear sometimes as distinct patches, 
sometimes as little blurs, caused by the 
joining of the edges of the several and 
distinct freckles. 
They are 
greatly 


dreaded in this form, as they give the 
skin a rusty or dirty appearance. 


Freckles do not usually make their 


appearance on very small children, but 
when once they come they may be re- 
garded as chronic, lasting at intervals 
for a lifetime and being more marked in 
summer than in winter. 


As a precaution those who are in- 


clined to freckle should as much as pos- 
sible keep out of the sun. The rays of 
the sun when reflected •from water are 
especially productive of crops of frec- 
kles. 


When compelled to be outdoors, it is 


up the natural oil of the skin. Scouring 
out the pores with a face scrubbing 
brush win also serve to reduce the oil 
in the skin. 


Another cause of wrinkles is dieting 


for obesity. Scowling and frowning dur- 
ing sleep also serve to line the face. To 
overcome scowling a black bandage 
should be worn over the eyes.

If there are many of them 
on the face, they make it look dirty. 


Lateiak pressure will forco out the

From the accumulation of dust 
and chemical changes caused by contact 
with the air the sebaceous matter be- 
comes discolored; hence the term black 
heads. Black heads are most trouble- 
some between the ages of 15 and 30.

I have had great success 4n removing 


freckles with 
the 
following lotion: 


Citric acid, two drams; acetic acid, two 
drams; rosewater, half an ounce; glyc- 
erin, half an ounce. Put this on the 
face every night with a camel's hair 
brush, letting it remain until morning, 
when it should be washed from the skin 
with warm water and a pure olive oil 
soap. 


In very bad cases it may take several 


weeks to get rid of the freckles. While 
treating for the freckles the face should 
be kept protected by a pure powder dur- 
ing the day. 


Moth patches appear on the face and 


neck and are symptoms of disease of 
the liver or some other internal organ. 
The cause of discoloration should be re- 
moved by treatment from a physician 
This does not remove the spots. A reg- 
ular treatment of the skin is needed to 
take them out. After that, if the system 
is in good order, they will not return. 


Before retiring the fa'ces of those 


troubled Xvith moth patches should be 
thoroughly washed in tepid water, a 
pure olive oil soap being used. A mix- 
ture of lemon juice in equal part with 
pulverized sugar should then be ap- 
plied to the face and allowed to remain 
there until morning. In the morning 
the face should be washed and as much 
pure retiring cream put on as the skin 
will absorb. After that is done the face 
should be 'thinly covered with a pure 
powder. 


No woman is pleased to note the first 


wrinkle in her face. The day comes, 
however, when it is impossible to ignore 
them. A careful study of the cause and 
cure of wrinkles has thoroughly con- 
vinced me that they are not inevitable. 
Wrinkles are not necessarily found In 
an aged face. They are caused in sev- 
eral ways. Sometimes their appearance 
is due to carelessness in looking after 
the skin. It may have lost its natural 
oil, which is a great disaster to the com- 
plexion. Those who value their beauty 
should not sit too near the fire, for heat 
I* one of the greatest factor* In drying 


scrofulous conditions and chlorosis are 
sources of black heads. The infrequent 
use of soap, especially by those of oily 
skin, favors the formation of black 
heads. Working or exercises in a dusty 
atmosphere will serve to clog the ducts 
with dust.

For Special "Promotion Class" Exam,

The first special examination of pub- 


lic school teachers who ara members of 
the "promotion class" will be held in a

In regard to the 
caring for school children he instanced 
the lunch counter at the Pittsfield high 
school, and the fact that now books 
and supplies were furnished the chil- 
dren. He said that if some years ago 
socialists had demanded the things 
that are now done, there would have 
been great opposition, but now the 
state was coming for itself to realize 
the importance of the points in ques- 
tion.

charity, and said the socialists desired 
to systemize what was done, so that all

CriMH Agiinit Persons and Crimts 


Against Property. 


There ha* been considerable <H«- 


ouiaion in the city resulting from the 
arrest of Evans, on the sentence that 
could be as compared .with the sen- 
tence that probably would be imposed, 
in the light of former caaee of the same 
crime. It is the general belief that the 
usual sentences for such cases are ex- 
tremely light, and an investigation has 
been made in Pittsfleld of some of the 
records of the courts It shows that 
crimes against property have been dealt 
much more harshly than orlmes against 
persons. 


Of the 84 prisoners now in the house 


of correction five are serving sentences 
or waiting trial on the chrage of rape, 
'ncest or indecent assault. In addition 
:o this number there have been several 
sentenced to state prison. There have 
been few terms of the superior court 
the last few years where there have 
not been several cases of rape, attempt, 
at rape, incest or indecent assault.

against persons Burrell of Adams for j 
rape was sentenced for three years, ' 
Thomas J. Maloy of Adams for incest 
to 30 months and Frank Fletcher of j 
this city for indecent assault to 
15 j 


months. Louis Marsh, wl,o was dis- 
covered while in the act of attempting 
to commit a most heinous crime in , 
Pittsfleld, 
was sentenced to state ' 


prison for a term not less than three 
nor more than five years. The light 
sentence of the latter was a big sur- 
prise, even Marsh's attorney not ex- 
pecting that he would be dealt with so 
leniently. 


There have, however, been some 


cases of rape in this county where the 
court has dealt out sentences in a 
manner that should be a lesson to peo- 
ple with the least inclination of com- 
mitting crimes of this character, Frank 
Brady of Pownal was sent to state 
prison for 21 years while Stephen Dar- 
ling, the Sheffield colored man, who 
was shot by Deputy Sheriff Bacon, was 
given-15 years.
